I do  not  condcfnn  these  thiiigs;  I simply 
mention  them  to  show  wh\|  unconvertcil 
■ men  who  come  iito  the  hnl^-  with  Chris- 
tian men,  and  rciidcr  the  samj;  service,  and 
observe  the  saiie  ritual,  aiid  cnjtw  the 
same  fellowship,'  are  liable  t;-.!  1k‘  deceived 
anfl  rendered  id)livioiis  to  jthc  word  of 
Christ,  ‘‘Ve  must  l)e  born  .again. ” There 
are  men  in  this  community  x'jho  have  Ix-en 
on  the  hcaits  of  their.  Christum  friends  for 
years;  yet,  they  are  self  satis|ie<l  and  tinre- 
sponsive,  standing  aloof  fi^>m  year  to 
year,  and  disijcgarding  tju-  claiim  of 
Christ.  Look  a'ound  at  y.nir  next  hwlge 
meeting,  my  brethren,  and  if  they  are 
not  there.  Venture  to  speak  to  thenii  “on 
the' s(|uare,'’  if  you  prefer:  about  their 
souls,  and  see  if  they  do  not|avo\v  tlte  l)e- 
lief  that  the  mnii  who  lives  itp  to  the  rules 
of  the  lodge  is  as  safe  as  anyone.  Indeetl, 
Christian  hxlge  men  sometitiies  givci  cur- 
rency to  the  ideaithat  a man  ;\vho  pays  the 
dues  and  observes  the  ritu.i^  of  the  lodge 
is  a pretty  gootl  ^ort  of  Chrijjtian. 

There  is,  however,  not  a hidge,  from  the 
ancient  order  of  v reemasonry  down  t.^  the 
latest  candalate  for  popular,  favor,  that 
claims  to  l)e  a religion.  Theil)est  of  them 
ignore  the  fundamental  fact  that  a man  is 
a sinner,  hchl  under  the  ineiorable  ncces- 
sity  of  l)eing  lM)rn  again  an.j  made  a new 
creature  in  Christ  Jesus.  Tl|ey  sjieak  of 
factoff  the  unrolled  scroll  i>|  an  eternal 
future,  and  urge  men  to  l)e  tpindful  of  the 
end;  but  they  say  nothing  <if  what  that 
scroll  contains  for  theimjxrnittnt,  and  they 
point  no  sOul  t<i  the  Lambjof  God  that 
taketh  away  the  sin  of  the  wjorld.  Ix)ok- 
ing  out  upon  the  vast  sea  .jf  the  future, 
they  see  no  spar  which  proiiiiscs  safety  to 
those  who  have  sought  their  shelter. 

Not  pretending  to  lx*  a religions  organi- 
zation, the  hxlge  d<xs  not  ojyrate  act;ord- 
ing  to  the  New  Testament  idcjis  of  religion. 
What  hxlge  receives  a ten-yfar  old  chikl 
into  its  fellowship?  What  Ijidge  takes  a 
man  who  has  lived  disreputably'  fory'ears? 
What  hxlge  opens  its  doors  tb  the  money- 
less man,  poorer  than  the  fo.xps  of  the  field 
or  the  birds  of  the  air,  and  without  a place 
to  lay  his  head  ? What  lodgf  does  not  ig- 
nore the  New  Testament  doutrine  of  con- 
tributing aex'ording  to  abiliti',  and  does 
not  exact  the  same  dues  of  Ithe  rich  and 
poor  alike?  These  questioiji  are  not 
raise<l  by  way  of  reproach,  bjit  simply  to 
emphasize  the  fact  that  the  lodge  is  not  a 
religious  institution. 

Indeed,  one  may  se-riously  .jnestion  if  it 
is  strictly  a Ixrnevolent  institqtiun.  It  an- 
nually exjxnds  thousands  of  jlollars  in  re- 
lieving human  suffering,  but  tjie  insurance 
company  defes  the  same.  In  consideration 
of  sc>  much  money  paid  into  t;he  treasury, 
the  insurance  company  agivys  to  confer

certain  Ix-nefits  on  its  judiej-hobk-rs,  who 
are  its  mcmlx-rs.  In  consideration  of  ctr- 
tain  dues  pai»l  into  the  tri-.-isury,  or  certain 
scrvkfs  rendered  the  i>rdcr,  the  lodgi- 
agrees  to  confer  I'crtain  Ixmcfits  upon  its 
mcinlxTs.  And  it  is  difljcult  'to  see  Jinv 
s]xx'iid  Ix'ncvolcncc  in  either  case-.  The  in- 
surance c<S.npany  (NX's  not  carry  its  Ix-iic- 
lits  Ix-yond  those  who  Have  pai/l  intt)  the 
treasury,  neither  ihx's  the  lodge;  <’ind  in 
cither  case,  instead  of  Ixncvolcitir,  it  is 
simply  meeting  thcconditions<»f  a business 
contract.  1‘rcqncntly  in  connection  with 
church  work  some  brother  imbqcd  with 
the  spirit  ol  the  lodge  has,  rather  boasted 
of  how'  (juickly'  a man  who  fails  to  pay  his 
dues  forfeits  his  financial  ckunis  on  the  or- 
der,  show'ing  that  the  hrotherhood  ofthe 
hxlge  g(H's  hilt  little  farther  than  the 
money  has  gone.  The  obligations  of  the 
savings  bank  go  that  far.  In  its  way  the 
savings  hank  is  good,  and  the  insurant 
company  is  goixl,  and  the  lodge  >s  gixxl ; 
but  they'  afe  not  religion,  /inil  they  are 
hardly  Ix'nevolencer  “If  jc  Jove  tlx-ni  that 
love  you,  what  thank  have  ye?  tor  sinners 
also  love  those  that  love  them.  .Vnilifve 
do  goixl  to  them  tlmt  (|o  j'ooil  fo  you, 
what  thank  h.av'c  ye?  for  sinners  do  even 
the  same.  .•\nd  if  ye  lend  to  them  of  w hom 
ye  hojx  to  receive,  w hat  thank  Imvc  yc? 
for  sinners  also  lend  to  sinners  to  receive, 
as  much  again”  (Luke  Gi.'fo  3 4).  These 
mutual  Ixncfits  conferred  by  irreUgious  in- 
stitutions are  goixl  in  their  way,  but  they 
have  no  currency  in  the  kingdom  ofOixi.
